PROSPECT OF WAR 


SUON CALLS FOR 
SPEED, SAYS LEAHY 


Admiral Advocates Haste 
in Rearming Nation; 
Fish, Ditter Attack 
Move as Unnecessary. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.— 
Calling for defense prepara- 
tions “while there is time,” 
Chairman Scrugham, Demo- 
crat, Nevada, of the house 
naval appropriations subcom- 
mittee, today urged approval 
of a $770,473,000 appropria- 
tion to maintain and strengthen 
the nation’s sea forces. 

In reply, one Republican, 
Fish, of New York, denounced the 
proposed fleet expansion as un- 
necessary, While another, Ditter, 
of Pennsylvania, demanded that 
congress determine whether the 
outlay was for defense or for par- 
ticipation in “the power politics 
of Europe.” Ditter announced, 
however, he would vote for the 
bill. 


Leahy Asks Speed. 
The measure, which includes 


funds for beginning the construc- 
tion of two 45,000-ton battleships, 
21 other warships and 500 war- 
planes, came before the house aft- 
er hearings in which Admiral 
William D. Leahy, the navy’s top 
ranking officer, called for all pos- 
sible speed in carrying out the re- 
armament program. 

The “prospect of intgrnational 
disturbance the near future,” 
made haste imperative, he said in 
testimony made public during the 


day. 
Cites Changes in Europe. 
“In view of the rapidly chang- 
ing alignment of European under- 
standings and alliances,” he said, 
“and the agreements as to com- 
munity of interests between na- 
tions of Europe and Asia, it is es- 


sential that America should take 
steps toward an assurance of se- 
curity even against possible alli- 
ances, and without depending

BY HER CHAUFFEUR 


Youth, 20, Shoots Woman 
Fleeing From Marriage 
With Him; Kills: Self. 


JACKSON, Tenn., May 4.—() 
A 20-year-old Oklahoma City 
youth, hired to drive a wealthy 
widow on a motor trip, shot and 
killed her today, then turned the 
gun on himself when she fled from 
the county clerk’s office where he 
sought a marriage license for the 
two. 

Guy R. Windrom, city editor of 
the Jackson Sun, who went to the 
clerk’s office “to get a story about 
a young man marrying an elderly 
woman,” said the man shot at him 
when he went to her aid. 

The youth was identified as Lee 
J. Burns, unemployed ‘handyman 
whom Mrs. Alma J. Donnell, the | 
victim, hired to drive her from 
Oklahoma City to Memphis, where 
she was to visit a sister. 

A crudely fashioned package re- 
sembling a bomb was found in 
Burns’ shirt. 

Mrs. Donnell, well-dressed and 
white-haired, “appeared nervous 
and not very anxious to get mar- 
ried,” Windrom said, when the 
couple came to the office of the 
county clerk. They previously had 
registered at a downtown hotel. 

While Burns sought. a witness 
for the. proposed wedding, Mrs. 
Donnell rushed out the door shout- 
ing, “Won’t somebody help me?” 
She entered an automobile across 
the street and was followed by 
Burns, Windrom related. 


SOFT COAL MINER 
WALK OUT TODAY 
AS PARLEY FAILS 


126,000 Additional Men 
in 18 States Affected; 
Wide Area Feels Pinch; 
Perkins Still Hopeful. 


NEW YORK, May 5.—-(Friday) 
(P)—The soft coal industry moved 
toward a complete shutdown early 
today .when miners in 13 more 
states laid down their picks and 
those in five others prepared to do 
likewise before midnight. 


The’ eight-state Appalachian 
area had been closed since April 
1, with 338,000 miners idle. By 
midnight tonight 458,000 diggers 
in the bituminous industry were 
scheduled to be idle. . 

The greatest national walkout in 
17 years—threatened since March 
31, expiration date of the United 
Mine Workers’ contract with. the 
Appalachian operators—material- 
ized when weeks of fruitless ne- 
gotiations collapsed yesterday. 

Failure to agree on a new con- 
tract, covering the Appalachian 
area and intended as a model for 
contracts in other regions, effec- 
tuated earlier contingent orders 
for a walkout of an additional 
126,000 in the 18 bituminous 
states outside that area. 

The states already affected by 
the new shutdown were Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa and western Ken- 
tucky. While 25,000 miners in Illi- 
nois joined the movement, 18,000 


others in the state—members of:* 
the Progressive Mine Workers of.)

Mayor LaGuardia, of this, the 
nation’s metropolis, who had ex- 
pressed concern at the already 
lowering supply of coal for operat- 
ing the city’s vast rapid transit 
system, announced immediately 
that effective tomorrow the two 
biggest lines—the Interborough 
Rapid Transit and Brooklyn-Man- 
hattan Transit — would reduce 
their operating services by 25 per 
cent and that the third, city-own- 
ed line, might have to follow suit 
soon.

Beck is replying to the April 28 
reichstag speech by Chancellor 
Hitler denouncing the 1934 ten- 
year non-aggression treaty with 
Poland but offering to replace it 
with a 25-year treaty if Poland 
agreed to.the return of Danzig as 
a free state within Germany and 
to a sovereign German route 
across the Polish corridor to East 
Prussia. Hitler said Germany then 
would assure Poland free harbor 
facilities in Danzig and accept as 
final German-Polish boundaries. 

Reports attributed to Berlin 
that Germany was ready for quick 
military steps if ChancelJlor Hitler 
considers the Beck speech provoc- 
ative were dismissed by Polish 
commentators as an “attempt to 
put blame for any possible war on 
Poland.” 

Pride on Edge 

Poles also held that rumored 
suggestions of moderation from 
Britain and Italy were not direct- 
ly applicable to a_ situation in 
which Polish national pride and 
vital interests are at stake. (In 
any event British officials insisted 
they were offering Poland no un- 
solicited advice although the two 
have a military assistance agree- 
ment.)

Advance Notice. 

Daladier’s statement, setting 
forth a policy of “vigilance and 
firmness,” was an advance notice 
of the ‘speech he intends to de- 
liver next.Thursday when the sen- 
ate and chamber of deputies con- 
vene. 

He made the statement tonight 
to clarify France’s stand on the 
eve of Polish Foreign Minister 
Joseph Beck’s reply to Hitler. 

A cabinet meeting was called 
for Saturday to review the situa- 
tion after Beck’s speech. 

Decides Against Waiting. 

The.text of Daladier’s statement 
follows: 

“Newspapers announced this 
morning that the government 
would make next Thursday, the 
date: of the return of parliament, 
a statement to the chambers on 
the international situation. I con- 
sider that in the present circum- 
stances I should not wait but say 
now what will be the general sense 
of this statement. 

“The position of France as I 
defined it by my radio speech of 
March 29 has not varied and will 
not vary. 

Vigilance Necessary. 

(In the March 29 speech, made 
in reply to Premier Mussolini's 
territorial claims against France, 
Daladier offered to negotiate 
France’s differences with Italy if 
the Italians made definite pro- 
posals, but declared France. would 
not cede any of her territory nor 
any of her rights.) 

“Events abroad confirm by their 
evidence the legitimacy and ne- 
cessity of our policy of vigilance 
and firmness,~.This policy has the 
full approval of the country as 
just shown by.deliberations and 
motions of departmental assem- 
plies.

MINT. 

Fresh mint should be in the 
kitchen as frequently as possible 
all during spring and summer. 
Use it as a flavoring for sauces, 
fruit cups, when cooking new peas 
and marrows, and when making 
fruit drinks, beverages and punch. 


FRUIT JUICES. 

Save the pineapple juice or juice 
from canned pears, apricots, mara- 
chino cherries, etc., and use as fla- 
voring for whipped cream to be 
served with fruit salad.

Hains, of Augusta, launched a vig- 
orous attack on the parole system 
in general and the Williams case 


in particular. 


Williams was convicted in Rieh- 
mond superior court for the slay- 
ing of his son, Grady; a United 
States sailor, who, it was contend- 
ed by the prosecution, was lured 
home and murdered in a scheme 
to collect thousands of dollars life 
insurance. The conviction was 
sustained by the’ state. supreme 
court and the former minister was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

Urges No Clemency. 

Pointing out that in some crim- 
inal cases paroles should be grant- 
ed but that in others it appears 
that law enforcement bodies ought 
to be adamant in them opposition 
to paroles, Solicitor General Hains, 
referring to the Williams case, as- 
serted it was his contention that 
no parole should be granted. 

“Where a jury gives a man life 
in a kidnaping case, of a small 


child who was murdered while be- 


ing held for ransom, such a man 
should be held in jail for life and 
never paroled,” Solicitor General 
Hains declared. 

“In like manner where a man 
who was in financial straits be- 
cause of his gambling in the 
stock market, and because of his 
cheating and swindling by fraud- 
ulently mortgaging his automobile 
two or three times, and the can-} 
sequent fear of being exposed and 
being defrocked as a minister of 
the gospel, lures his son fram the 
United States navy in the state of 
Maine to come south on the mis- |! 
representation to the effect that he 
will never see his sister again in 
life because of illness— - 

Not Ill. 

“She, as a matter of Sick was 
not ill—and when he gets the son 
in Georgia, and after caréfully 
laying his plans, murders him in 
the vicinity of Augusta, Ga., in 
order to collect some thousands of 
dollars life insurance, to save his 
hide, I contend earnestly that this 
crime was so heinous and so ab- 
solutely abandoned, that the per- 
petrator should serve the time 
that the jury, trying him, gave 
him. That was life imprisonment,” 
the Augusta solicitor general con- 
tinued. 

“Such a man was J. M. Williams. 
There is no doubt in this case. The 
record is long and as the supreme 
court: of Georgia said, he was 
properly convicted. 

“IT went into this case thorough- 
ly with the prison and parole 
commission and will continue on 
in the fight in opposing this ap- 
plication.”

Brewton, of College Park. .

vision, who asserted “there could 
not be any waste, as I see it” in 
the department’s book purchasing. 

Members of the education de- 
partment will be called to testify 
at a hearing on Brewton’s charges 
Monday. 

The investigators inquired into 
the work of the drug and food 
inspection division of the Depart- 
ment of ‘Agriculture in an after- 
noon session.

There are several methods of 
frying chicken; it merely becomes 
a matter of choosing a method you 
find satisfactory, or of varying the 
recipe at times for sake of variety. 
Some cooks batter it before fry- 
ing, and others equally good say it 
should only be rolled in flour. . 

‘The question of a frying fat oc- 
curs, too, and there are differ- 
ences of taste here also. Some 
prefer to fry in butter or mar- 
garine, othérs prefer a vegetable 
oil or lard and still others like 
olive oil. Though I suspect that 
southerners of earlier days did 
not have the olive oil available 
always, and that most likely the 
olive oil idea is of later date. 
When frying in butter about 1-3 
cup of butter is used in a skillet 
of médium size. When other fats 
are used, usually the fat is deeper. 

“Southern Fried Chicken” is 
usually applied to fried chicken 
whether it is cooked the batter- 
fried. way or just rolled in sea- 
soned flour. If you wish to fry 


your Sunday dinner chicken in 
batter this is the way to make 
batter: , 

l cup flour. 

1-4 teaspoon salt 

1 egg, beaten slightly 


1 cup milk 
1 tablespoon melted fat or but- 


r. 

Combine ingredients in mixing 
bowl and beat with rotary beater 
until smooth. Dip pieces of chick- 
en into batter until completely 
covered, and fry in hot fat until 
brown and tender. Three-quar- 
ters of an hour is usually required 
for small fryers and an hour or 
more for larger ones. 

Here is a récipé which is called 
Southern Fried Chicken:

Cut chicken in pieces suitable 
for serving and roll in flour well- 
seasoned with salt and pepper. 
Pan broil in 1-3 cup of butter, 
heated to bubbling, until it is well 
browned on all sides.

MEXICO CITY, May 4.—(UP)— 
Baron Henrich Rudt von Collen- 
berg-Boedigheim, German min- 
ister to Mexico, and Nazi diplo- 
matic representatives in Central 
America have been summoned to 
Berlin to confer with Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler, it was learned today. 

It was believed likely other 
Reich diplomats would be present 
at the talks which were expected 
to be concerned chiefly with Ger- 
man relations in this part of the 
world. 

Although official relations with 
Mexico have been cordial, at least 
on the surface, anti-Naziism has 
manifested itself on several occa- 
sions, the most recent being last 
Monday—May Day—when a 
crowd stoned the windows of the 
Electricita Gesell- 
schaft, a German electric company 
here, and ripped down the Nazi 
flag.

Fund for Surpluses. 

The senate group also approv- 
ed $113,000,000 to dispose of farm 
surpluses in addition to the $90,- 
000,000 diverted from customs re- 
ceipts for this purpose, and ap- 
proved by the house.

To the general public, the life of a fireman | 
is comparatively easy, interspersed with the 
thrill of rushing through siren-cleared streets... 
in the raising of huge ladders—almost a color- 
ful ceremony to the spectators—and an oc- 
casional brickbat from those who speak with 
an authority born and nurtured by ignorance. 

The truth could hardly be farther from 
this conception. Equipment must be kept at 
its highest point of efficiency—any slip-up may 
mean death to scores; there is no thrill to 
siren-cleared streets when one never knows 
whether the siren has been obeyed in its warn- 
ing; raising the big ladders is a ticklish job, re- 
quiring the keenest judgment and the high- 
est skill—sometimes they can’t be raised in 
time despite the greatest endeavor. Finally, 
there are few to praise and many to condemn. 

The seriousness with which the fireman re- 
gards his calling is revealed in the attendance 
lists at the annual Georgia State Fire College,’ 
conducted for the past six years by the city of 
Atlanta for the benefit of firefighters from 
other cities of the state. Two hundred and 
fifty officers a:d men are enrolled for the 
three-day course, and all return to their homes 
better equipped for the difficult and arduous 
tasks they know lie ahead. 

For firefighting is an art and a science. 
Each blaze presents different problems calling 
for a knowledge of the manifold effects arising 
from these various conditions. The careless 
opening of a door, for example, might mean

Smart Men Can Be Swindled 

‘ Once, But Suckers Can Be 
Harvested Every Year —

If you feel a gallant urge to buckle on the breastplate of right- 
Bo and march forth to save democracy—that is, to help one 
side in a European war—then, in the name of sanity and self- 
respect, suppress the urge until you brush up on your history and 
do a little f ing. 

It isn’t lonsent to remember that somebody made suckers of 
us, but it is less humiliating than being swindled a second time. 

We groan in despair because our national debt has mounted to 
41 billion dollars. Yet we permitted Europe—not impersonal na- 
tions, but the people, the big businessmen, the nobles and statesmen 
—we permitted these to gyp us out of a greater sum, and we'll 
never see a dollar of it. 

Before we got into the World War, the allies had borrowed so 
much from private sources that our banking and business structure 
was endangered. Then our government took over the debt, and 
from then on the allies borrowed what they needed to buy war 
supplies and gave our Treasury simple promises to pay. : 

Before the war ended, they had borrowed seven billions of 
dollars. ; 

Then they and other nations began to borrow to rebuild Europe; 
and by the time that job was done, they had borrowed 11 billions. 

When our government called a halt.and demanded a “debt set- 
tlement,” the English promised to pay 80 per cent of what they 
owed, the French 50 per cent and the Italians 25 per cent. They 
all gave bonds. The bonds are still in Wishington, valuable as 
souvenirs. We had paid for the war. 

Having restored their credit by giving these bonds, the nations 
began borrowing from Wall Street—that is, from all citizens who 
had a dollar in the bank. 

They got many another billion before the Johnson act stopped 
all borrowing by nations that owe and won’t pay. Counting all 
borrowings from every source, plus interest in default, the whole 
lot of them dry-cleaned us of more than 45 billions. Enough to 
pay our national debt and put us on Easy street. 

Their “pledge of honor” has never been worth a dollar, 

The Germans groaned under the load of reparations, but they 
never paid a single dollar except what they borrowed from us, 

England, France and the others groaned under the burden of 
war debts, but they never paid a dollar except as they borrowed it 


from us. 
Qur money modernized their factories, so they could take our 


or adverse, large or small. Education calls for, 
demands, debate and discussion. There must 
be free clashing of different minds and argu-- 
ment, for only out of the winnowing of many 
minds can the chaff be blown away and the 
residue of demonstrable fact retained. 

For this reason, a democracy requires not 
only a majority party to perform the functions 
of government, but a strong opposition to 
sriticize. Without such opposition there would be 
no divergence of view, no debate and no safe- 
guard against the tyranny of those in power. 

For the immediate results, those who wield, 
without mercy, the emotional whips of propa- 
ganda may seem to have the advantage. They 
can regiment not only the bodies but the minds 
of their subject peoples. Only here and there, 
in such a land, can be found a mind so strong 
and free it dares to question the truth of the 
purposeful pap on which all are fed. 

Yet, in the ultimate decision, democracy 
holds the winning weapon. 

For education must, some day, lead all men 
to the light of truth. It must solve, in the final 
analysis, all the problems of the world. Only 
by following the paths of education can man- 
kind arrive at that millennium of which he has 
dreamed through all the ages. 

Education, free, for all the people is the 
strong weapon of democracy. 

Yet, in this America of ours, the system of 
education, like all other public interests, has 
fallen far short of meeting its obligation. No 
man can, in honesty, claim that the system of 
education in America today is anything but 
faulty. 

Perhaps its chiefest fault lies in the stores 
of knowledge held in the universities for the 
primary benefit of a limited class only. The

A FLOP NOT LIKELY

Security holders became jittery when all of a 
sudden they began to think what would happen 
in case a European war broke out. American 
securities held by subjects of the fighting gov- 
ernments might be seized by those governments 
and dumped! Those securities represent perhaps 
several billions of dollars. What a flop would 
result from any quick sale of them! But the 
thought preceded the outbreak of war, and now 
plans are being made or have been made to pre- 
vent a stock market collapse. Then, too, should 
be remembered: A huge part of the foreign hold- 
ings are English and French investments. Would 
those governments adopt or sanction any policy 
that might cause economic distress and public re- 
sentment in the United States? Not while they 
remain even semi-sana 
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comforts of life and you know, 
‘by their appearance and surround- 
ings, that they are the homes of 
business’ or professional people 
and that the owners. probably 
drive to office or shop, every 
morning, the 20 or 30 miles neces- 


sary. 

Industrial plants, finding them-

INTO FOREIGN WAR 


Wilson’s Secretary of 
State Urges Congress 
to Reclaim Control 
Over Foreign Policies. 


WASHINGTON, May 4,—(7)— 
Bainbridge Colby, President Wil- 
son’s post-war secretary of state, 
expressed the measured ' opinion 
today that the United States made 
a mistake in entering the World 
War—a mistake he said America 
must not make again by being 


“sucked in as a belligerent when |. 


we think we are being neutral.” 

Testifying before the senate for- 
eign relations committee, the 
white-haired former official urged 
congress “to reclaim its control” 
over the policies that might lead 
to the declaration of war. He 
opposed further extension of the 
powers of the President, observing 
that the executive now has dan- 
gerously wide latitude of action. 

Attacks Cash-Carry Policy. 

He contended, too, that any 
“cash and carry” policy might ruin 
American export trade in war time 
and urged that international law 
be made the basis of future neu- 
trality policies. 

Meanwhile, administration op- 
position developed swiftly to a bill 
introduced today by Senator Van- 
denberg, Republican, Michigan, to 
re-enact without change the ex- 
pired “cash and carry” section of 
the present neutrality act. 

(This section, which expired 
Monday, empowered the President 
to forbid the sale to belligerents, 
except for cash and for transport 
in foreign ships, of certain mate- 
rials which are useful in war, al- 
though not classed as munitions. 
Unexpired sections of the act pro- 
hibit sales of arms to warring na- 
tions. ) ‘ 

Pittman Opposes Act. 

Vandenberg explained that while 
he was not entirely satisfied with 
the act, he believed it unwise to 
attempt to amend it now because 
of the enmities such action might 
arouse in other nations. 

“I am opposed to it,” was the 
terse comment of Chairman Pitt- 
man, Democrat, Nevada, of the 
senate foreign relations committee, 
on Vandenberg’s proposal. Pitt- 
man has proposed the sale of arms 
and all other materials to bellig- 
erents on a “cash and carry” basis. 
He .aid that if the Vandenberg bill 
reached the senate floor he would 
seek to amend it to permit cash 
and carry sales of. arms. 

Borah Sees Compromise. 

Senator Connally, Democrat, 
Texas, an administration support- 
er, also voiced opposition to Van- 
denberg’s move. On the other 
hand, Senator Borah, Republican, 
Idaho, said he thought sentiment 
was growing in the foreign rela- 
tions committee for re-enactment 
of the present law as a compro- 
mise settlement of the neutrality 
controversy. 

Senator Bone, Demgcrat, Wash 
ington, indorsing the -Vandenber 
plan, told the senate today that 
until Great Britain pays her war 
debts, the people of the United 
States should not “concern them- 
selves with a situation (in Europe) 
which may lead them again to the 
shambles.”

your naked skin enjoys sufficient 
exposure to sunshine or skyshine 
—not just in the course of a short 
vacation but more or less the year 
around, with due regard for com- 


fort. 

Nudity or a reasonable approach 
to nudity (not nudism) is one of 
the seven keys to vite, but this key 
has become so rusty from disuse 
and quaint servility to convention 
and prejudice, that the very people 
who need it most just cannot take 
their plgce in the sun. 

Sunlight thru ordinary window 
glass contains practically no ultra- 
violet, and windows of special 
glass transmit only part of the 
ultraviolet. 

Ultraviolet lamps supply a fair 
quantity of ultraviolet and are 
better than nothing but hardly to 
be compared with exposure to 
sunshine in the open, whenever 
there is any sunshine or skyshine 
available. 

No cosmetic prevents sunburn 
except by preventing the sun from 
reaching the skin—say a heavy 
coat of powder or some white or 
light colored ointment or some 
covering which screens out much 
of the light. It is silly to imagine 
certain mysterious medicaments 
prevent sunburn and favor tan- 
ning. Prevention of sunburn is a 
matter of good judgment as to the 
degree and time of exposure—the 
exposure should terminate as soon 
as the first flush occurs—to con- 
tinue exposure to ultraviolet after 
that is to invite painful burn. Tan- 
ning is promoted by regular daily 
exposure just short of that first 
degree burn which amounts to 
mere flushing or redness of the 
skin with some slight burning, 
itching or irritation. 

Every well-planned home should 
have a place where members of 
the family may take air bath or 
sun bath regularly, a place screen- 
ed against wind in cold weather 
but otherwise open to all the sun- 
shine available in the middle of 
the day. If necessary the space 
may; be covered or enclosed by 
windows of glass which is per- 
meable by ultraviolet; or better, 
tho of course not so endurable, by 
cellophane laid on light chicken 
wire—such screens or windows 
stand weathering for months and 
transmit more of the ultraviolet 
than expensive glass. Whenever it 
is at all possible to endure ex- 
posure to the open air sunshine, 
using artificial heat about the feet 
or hands for comfort, this is by 
far the best for health. Another 
useful screen which is fairly per- 
meable to ultraviolet and fairly 
practical against weather is a layer 
of cellulose acetate applied to a 
screen of fine wire. Cellulose ace- 
tate is “dope” or varnish used on 
airplane wings and sold by hard- 
ware stores or paint stores.

Five Automobiles 


To Be Wrecked 
By Teter 


Five automobiles at least will be 
completely demolished in the re- 
turn thrill show engagement of 
Lucky Teter and his Hell Drivers 
Sunday afternoon at Lake wood 
Park in two of the more than 20 
death-defying thrillers on the 
card.

Will Cause War, 


Loyalist Declares 


German = tape and Italian Secret Police Help Rule, He 


Says; Russian Aid to Spain Bitterly Credited 
With Defeat. 


By the North American Newspaper 


:+ NEW YORK, May May 4.—The vic- 

tory of General Franco does not 
mean that civil war has ended in 
Spain, according to General Jose 
Asensio, former undersecretary of 
war in the Loyalist government. 

General Asensio, who is now in 
New York, believes that chronic 
' warfare will continue. " 

: “Franco’s regime,” he said in an 
exclusive interview, “is maintain- 
ing itself only by terror. Its two 
most important instruments of 
government right now are the 
Italian secret police (the O. V. R. 

_A.) and the German gestapo. This 
may sound incredible, but. events 
in the near future will reveal that 

' it is true. 

“Franco cannot solidify his gov- 
ernment and maintain a perma- 
nent peace for several reasons. 
First of all, there are great politi- 
cal differences and deep personal 
antagonisms among the generals 
who surround him. I know most 
of these men well from the days 
when all of us were officers in the 
Aegular Spanish army. I know 
that each one of them represents a 
faction determined to get control 
of the new government. 

No Love for Helpers. 

“They have no love for one an- 
other or for their German and 
Italian helpers. They all have an 
eye on the right moment to get rid 
of Franco and seize control. Since 
this is all quite generally known 
in Spain, it is taken for granted 
that a struggle for power will 
break out openly before long, and 
there are many groups now being 

rsecuted or lying low that are 

waiting only for the first sign of a 
split to risé and attempt a popular 
revolt. 

“There is nothing that disinte- 
grates an army and a government 
more deeply than rule by terror, 
as we know from our bitter expe- 
rience with the Russians,” contin- 
ued General Asensio. “I am con- 
viced now that they are largely 
responsible for our defeat. At first, 
we were naive enough to think 
they were with us merely because 
they wanted to help fight Fascism. 
It was all a noble gesture of soli- 
darity, according to Communist 

spokesmen, and we believed it— 
until the first bill came. 

“T had quite a discussion over 
those prices with a certain Russian 
colonel who called himself Valois. 
Yet, though it was admitted they 
were extremely high, there was 
really nothing we could do but 
pay them. After that, I ordered a 
strict check made of alt Russian 
arm shipments, since I wanted to 
be sure at least that we got some- 
thing for our money. For that, the 
Communists started a real drive 

against me under the direction of 

the Soviet ambassador, Marcel 
Rosenberg, who was at the same 
time already working to under- 
mine, discredit and overthrow 
Premier Largo Caballero. One of 
their first great strides toward 
complete power was the creation 
of the sub-secretariat of arma- 
ments under their direction, which 
insured their eventual control of 
the army and the government. 

“It was becausé I would not 
play along with them in this policy 
that they determined to get rid of 
“me quite early, and they turned 
the full force of all their machin- 
ery on me. I was slandered, at- 
tacked, intrigued against. My mili- 
tary work was sabotaged. At one 
time, even, an attempt was made 
on my life. Long after I had re- 
signed from my cabinet post, be- 
cause I felt I could not be of much 
use under such conditions, I was 
accused by the Communists of 
having betrayed Malaga and was 
thrown in jail and kept there for 
seven months. 

Officers No Competent. 

“All of this was. managed by 
two kinds of people sent to us by 
Moscow: Communists in charge of 
propaganda, politics and police, 
and former czarist officers who 
were supposed to take the military 
direction of the war. In my judg- 
ment, they weren’t very compe- 
tent as military men. They had a 
vague idea that Spain was some- 
thing like Abyssinia, and most of 
the time they knew a great deal 
less about modern military tech- 
nique than we did. 

“For instance, they made a big

AS BUSINESS AD 


Neahicns' Calls Newspapers 
Instrument of Government, 
Industry Unity. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—(?)— 
James G. Stahlman, former presi- 


dent of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, urged the 
nation’s newspapers today to bring 
government and businéss together 
into a “unity of understanding.”

Western jurisdiction, four where 
four now serve. 

Central jurisdiction, made up of 
all negro churches, four bishops 
instead of two.
